Jewelry Store Watched 
After Youth Seeks To 
Have Initials Changed; 
Complete Story Told. 


Chicago, August 13.—()—David | 


Skaggs, 23, negro, tonight confessed 
to the slaying of Miss Jennie Meta 
Constance, school teacher, who was 
beaten to death last week, Evanston 
and Chicago police announced. He in- 
tended to rob the woman, he said, and 
gained only $1.19 which resulted from 
the sale of the woman’s wrist watch, 
and which led to his arrest. 

Skaggs was arrested when a youth 
named Leland Bastian called at a jew- 
eler’s to claim the watch, following a 
request earlier in the week to change 
the initials on it from those of the 
slain teacher to his own. 

Police Notified. 

The jeweler notified police who 
watched the shop for the youth’s re- 
turn. When he was arrested tonight 
he told police a negro in his father’s 
boot-blacking stand had sold the watch 
to him for $1.19. 

When Bastian pointed out the negro 
to police, Skaggs said: “I guess its all 
over. I killed her. I only got a dollar 
out of it.” 

The two prisoners were held in an 
unannounced station tonight, pending 
further investigation. 

Clear Slaying. 

William O. Freeman, chief of the 
Evanston police, said the arrests defi- 
nitely cleared all circumstsrces sur- 
rounding the slaying. 

Miss Constance was beaten to death 
with an iron bar last Tuesday night 
while en route home from the North- 
western university library. She had 
been a summer student, and was en- 
gazed as an instructor in the Bradley 
Polytechnic institute at Peoria, III. 
Her body was found early Wednesday 
morning. : 

Skaggs is of powerful build. He 
told police that he didn’t know what 
made him kill Miss Constance, “That 
night was the first time I’vé been in 
Evanston in five years,” he declared. 


BOATSMAN SAVED 
AFTER 3 DROWN 
IN TERRIFIC STORM 


Pocatello, Idaho, August 13.—() 
Carl D. Clay, prominent Pocatello 
sportsman, was rescued this afternoon 
from an overturned boat, from which 
his three companions had been washed 
out one after another during a storm 
yesterday on the American Falls 
reservoir, near here. 

The three men who lost their lives 

ere Carl Jones, an official of the 
western weighing and inspection bu- 
reau; George Bailey, local insurance 
agent, and Benny Layng. 

The boat was overturned by a sud- 
den wave, but all four men managed 
to get on the bottom of the craft. 
Clay said that after a few minutes 
he noticed that Bailey had been 
washed overboard. Then one after the 
other, Jones and Layng slipped off 
and apparently were drowned.

70,000 RAILWAY 
TRAINMEN VOTE 
TODAY ON STRIKE 


Entire Western Part of 
U. S. Affected by Call 
for Walkout Decision in 
Dispute on Salaries. 


Cleveland, Ohio, August 18.—(/)— | 
Members of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen and the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors in the western states 
will hold sectional meetings tomor- 
row to vote upon a strike, following 
the failure of attempts to arbitrate 
wage demands, A. F. Whitney, presi- 
dent of the trainmen, announced here 
tonight. 

The men will vote on the original 
demands of the labor organization for 
increases ranging from 10 per cent 
for yardmen to 18 per cent for train- 
men and conductors, Whitney said. 

Increase Offered. 

During recent arbitration proceed- 
ings in Chicago between the unions, 
a committee representing the railroads 
and John Williams, of the federal 
board of mediation, an offer of 7 1-2 
per cent increase was made by. the 
roads. 

This was acceptable to the train- 
men and conductors but the railroads 
made the offer only on condition that 
the two labor groups agree to abolish 


certain working rules, Whitney de- 
clared. The unions declined this offer 
because the working rules were con- 
sidered more valuable than the in- 
crease proposed, he added. 

Negotiations then were dropped 
and the brotherhoods prepared strike 
ballots, the last of which were mailed 
out from Chicago today. 

70,000 Affected. 

Approximately 70,000 railroad em- 
ployees and roads owning about 98 
per cent of track mileage west of 
Chicago aré affected by the threat- 
ened strike. 

Ninety general chairmen of the 
brotherhoods will meet with their 
committees throughout the west to- 
morrow to vote on the strike pro- 
posal.

Finance Committee of 
Council Will Make Ef- 
fort To Find Funds But 
Anticipates Difficulty. 


An effort to find approximately $44,- 
000 for additional teachers’ salaries 
and for maintenance, for the last four 
months of this year, was pledged Mon- 
day afternoon by the finance commit- 
tee of council after the situation was 
presented by Willis A Sutton, super- 
intendent of schools. That the funds 
may be raised by anticipating revenue 
was a possible hope, but members of 
the finance committee expressed the 
opinion that getting the money would 
be extremely difficult. 

The funds asked by the board of 
education are necessary for the, fol- 
lowing items, Superintendent Sutton 
said: 

Elementary department, 20 white 
teachers, five clerks, one attendance 
officer and five colored teachers, $11,- 
115; junior high department, 15 addi- 


tional teachers, $8,580; two principals, 
two clerks and eight teachers for the 
two new junior high schools, $7,344; 
senior high department, nine teachers, 
$5,616, and three negro teachers, $960 ; 
maintenance, $10,500. 

The schools now average 45 pupils 
to the class when there should be only 
oo for efficient work, Mr. Sutton said. 
Hle pointed out that the failure list 
this year was 12 per cent while it was 
only 8 the year before last. The teach- 
ers are carrying a 1,200-pupil load each 
per week, while colleges allow only

Albany, August 13.—(4)—Another 
United States senator, Carter Glass, 
of Virginia, has been added to the list 
of democratic leaders who will confer 
with Governor Smith before the week- 
end. The Virginian is expected here 
tomorrow, and he will be followed by 
Josephus Daniels, Wednesday; Sena- 
tor George, of Georgia, Thursday, and 
Senator Walsh, of Montana, Friday. 

With his acceptance speech still in- 
complete, Governor Smith gave an at- 
tentive ear today to the group of 
middle western and southern farm 
leaders, of whom at least some have 
expressed dissatisfaction over the re- 
publican party’s stand on agriculture. 

After the conference, which took up 
the better part of five hours, the demo- 
cratic nominee and his ten callers, who 
came to Albany at his invitation, said 
the conversation had dealt solely with 
farm legislation and that politics had 
not been discussed. 

Reiterating an intention to touch on 
the farm problem fully at his notifi- 
cation ceremony a week from Wednes- 
day night, Smith said he had assured 
his visitors today that, in his opinion, 
“the essentials of the relief they are 
seeking through legislation are coverd 
in the democratic platform on which 
I stand.” 

“There remains’ but to determine,” 
he added in a statement, “the details 
to make these essentials effective.” 

In another statement the nine men 
and one woman, who took part in the 
round table discussion joined in declar- 
ing they «vere “pleased with the gov- 
ernor’s interest in and understanding 
of the agricultural problem.” 

They made no reference in_ this 
statement to their intentions during 
the campaign. 

Arrangements fer the meeting were

“The only explanation so far of- 
fered for this state of affairs,” said 
Talmadge in his letter to the trade 
commission, “is the estimated increase 


in the crop this year as compared 
with 1927. I1 have taken occasion 


this morning to carefully compare the 
figures issued by the United States 
census bureau and other crop report- 
ing agencies and find that the esti- 
mated increase in yields of bright to- 
bacco for Georgia, South Carolina, 
North Carolina aud Virginia, which 
covers the entire bright tobacco belt.

PLANE LANDS MAL 
DAY AHEAD OF SH 


Aviators Take Off From 
Ile de France 500 Miles 
Out and Reach New 
York Five Hours Later. 


New York. August 135.—(/)—An 
airplane was hurled from a catapult 
on the deck of the liner Isle de France, 
450 miles at sea today, swung its nose 
toward New York and dropped down 
at quarantine five hours later with a 
crew of three, a passenger, and a 
cargo of mail. e 

The liner, plunging ahead at her 
normal 23 knots, is scheduled to dock 
some time before noon tomorrow. 
Those aboard the plane had cut nearly 
18 hours off the trans-Atlantic voyage. 

Loaded Last Week. 

Their flight was the first in which 
a plane ever was catapulted from a 
moving steamer’s deck and it inaugu- 
rated a ship-to-shore service which 
will be made from the Isle de France 
on both east and west journeys here- 
after, and which the French line pro- 
poses eventually to extend to regular 
passengers. 

A catapult weighing sixty tons and 
and amphibian plane of nearly four 
tons were loaded aboard the Ile de 
France when she sailed from Havre 
last Wednesday. Commander Louis 
Demougeot went along as pilot. With 
him on the experimental flight today 
were B. Monrouzeau, radio operator, 
and A. Sarzach, mechanic. 

Take-off Is Perfect. 

A radiogram from the master of 
the liner to The Associated Press 
reported the take-off was perfect. The 


plane carried fuel sufficient only for 
the 450-mile flight to quarantine, but 
in future the steamship company plans 
to lead more fuel for longer flights 
that will cut a full day from the time 
of transporting important trans-At- 
lantic mail. 

At quarantine the plane and its 
crew went through the usual examina- 


‘tions to which all incoming steamship 


passengers and personne] are submit- 
ted, but these formalities were com- 
pleted in less than an hour and the 
plane took the air once more for a 
short hop to the French line pier at 
the foot of West Fourteenth street. 


Mail to Postoffice. 


There the mail sacks were unloaded 
and transferred to the foreign mail di- 
vision of the postoffice. Commander 
Demougeot filed his report at the 
company offices and went ashore. 

It was a little over a year ago that 
the first commercial ship-to-shore 
flight was made by Clarence Chamber- 
lin, pilot of the monoplane Columbia 
on its flight from New York to Ger- 
many. 

Chamberlin soared from an impro- 
vised runway on the deck of the Levi- 
athan when the liner was a little be- 
yond Ambrose channel. 

When French line officials and cus- 
toms inspectors came alongside the 
plane at quarantine:in a fast motor- 
boat it was disclosed that Pierre de 
Maglaive, an official of the line, had 
made the flight as a passenger. 

In the flurry of the take-off. Com- 
mander “‘Demougeot had neglected to 
provide himself with a certified crew 
list, but finally he was permitted ‘to 
go ashore, Jeaving his radio man and 
mechanic with the plane.

Save Indians in Flood

Karachi, India, August 13.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—Thousands of natives fled 
to the Tibetan foothills today as a 
raging torrent of millions of tons of 
water rushed down the valley of the 
Indus river. ° 
Forewarned by ancient fire signals 
from the mountain tops, frightened 
natives raced and fought to reach 
high land before they were overtaken 
by the mountain of icy water, loosed 
by the breaking of a glacier dam 
which crashed and tumbled down from 
17,000 feet up in the mountains. 
Trees, native villages, lonely farms 
nestled among the fertile valleys, a)- 
ways believed free from the menace of 


floods, were ruthlessly swept away as 
the wall of water poured downward 
toward little Tibet. 

The first break which let go the 
force of the pent-up mountain stream 
occurred at 9 p. m. Sunday. The fear- 
ful natives heard great cracks from 
the giant ice field and with a mighty 


rush nature’s dam went hurtling down 
through the unsheltered valley. 

Mindful of the friendly tribes to the 
west, the natives lighted fires. The 
thunderous crashing of the waters had 
been heard below in the valley, but it 
was not until the danger signals were 
seen on the distant mountains that 
the people started their timely trek 
to safety on higher land. Leaving all 
behind them that could not be readily 
gatheretl together for the hasty depar- 
ture, the people fled. Upon arriving 
at a safe height, they flashed the an- 
cient danger signal to friends father 
down the valley. 

For weeks the glacier had slowly 
been imprisoning the vast amount of 
waters in the old river bed of the 
Shaycock. The coldness of the night 
froze the glacier to a thickness of 
1,200 feet and it became more. than 
1,000 feet across, forming a giant dam- 
head for the lake nine miles long and 


300 feet deep.

Total payments for informative advertisements 
published in 1927 amounted to $13,453.59, less than 7-100 of 1% of the railroad’s 
operating expenses, of which these charges are an item.

The value of newspaper advertising is generally recognized, and the Central of 
Georgia feels that its obligations as a public servant justify it in using a portion of its 
revenues for presentation through the newspapers of important phases of the transpor- 
tation situation from the railroads’ viewpoint.

“The government is occupying a 
larger and larger place in the life of 
our nation. Its functions are grad- 
ually encroaching upos territory i 
once dared not touch and entering 
fields it once would never dreamed Gi 
doing. As the circles of its "uwer and 
influence become larger it behooves 
the best of.our people to look well 
to the selection of those who are to 
guide its destinies and perhaps ex- 
tend its influence yet further. 

“If the extension of the powers 
and prerogatives of our government, 
both local and national, be in the in- 


| terest of efficiency and wider serv- 


ice to all the people it is well. And 
done is to make sure that our of-

“Tt is the determjnation to main- 
tain this assurance that has been the 
most potent factor in the preservation 
of the .democratic party.

“We are committed to the idea of 
‘party government. We believe that in 
this way we have the most effective 
guarantee against usurpation of power 
by a single individual and the control 
of our machinery of government by a 
class. This principle is as firmly es- 
tablished as the constitution itself and 
without doubt has been the strongest 
influence in the protection of the con- 


teed by it against the designs of those 
agents of privilege who in every gen- 
eration have sought to seize and cor- 
rupt it. 

“This principle of party responsi- 
bility is basic and fundamental. In 
_ its name we have a right to inguire 
|of any seeking its favors whether or 
inot they acknowledge its authority. 
And I am persuaded that this is not 
the time to overthrow this principle, 
as some propose to do, and launch out 
upon a new and dangerous course. 
Party government as subscribed to by 
true democrats means the subordina- 
tion of personal beliefs and the aban- 
donment of private prejudices to the 


| platform of the party as a whole. Al! 


Smith himself can follow no other 
course. And we may rest assured that 
he will not attempt to do so. He is 
just as truly bound, and more so, by 
the decisions of his party as the hum- 
blest democrat in the ranks. Smith is 
a man of power, a man of convictions 
and a man of influence. But he is not 
one bit stronger than the party to 
whose platform he subscribes.

“May I again congratulate you 
upon the fine beginning you have 
made. You are proving yourself 
vorthy of those whose name and work 
have preceded yours. -You are right 
in stressing the principles of 
party rather than of persons. 
are solid, too, in emphasizing the fact 
that in the last analysis the success 
of the democratic party rests upon its 
own record of achievement and not 
merely upon the failure of the party 
of the opposition. It is not enough 
to demonstrate the inefficiency and 
corruption of the republicans. To do 
that and no more is simply to destroy 
faith in all parties. The democrats 
may win now and then by appealing 
to prejudice but that is no way te 
build a party or choose a govern- 
ment. It is the mission of your 
league as I understand it to sponsor 
the cause of democracy here in At- 
lanta and Georgia on a higher and 
more fundamental plane. 

“It might be well for us to re- 
member always that Jefferson, Jnhek- 
son and Wilson won their place in 
history, not by villifying the other 
party, but by demonstrating the su- 
periority of the principles of their 
own party. Their names are among 
the immortals for what they, with

STRIKERS UNABLE 
TOFURNISH BOND 


Fall River, Mass., August ace 
Four leaders of the textile strike in 
Fall River were removed today to the 
county jail in New Bedford after 
they had failed to find sureties for 
their release on appeal after convic- 
tion for inciting to riot. A sentence 


of six morths was imposed ‘a each 
case, and bail On appeal was set at 
$1,000, with an additional bond of 
$1,000 to keep the peace for six 
months. 

One of the four was Peter Hagelias, 
of Boston and Fall River, who was 
arrested last week while leading a 
picket line in the plant of the Amer- 
ican Printing company. In addition 
to the sentence for inciting to riot he 
was fined $20 for parading without a 
permit. Judge Hanify in second dis- 
trict court also placed him under bond 
to keep the peace, “not only in rela- 
tion to the citizens of Fall River, but 
to those of the entire commonwealth.” 

Dr. James P. Reid, of Providence, 
another strike leader, who was given a 
similar sentence, furnished $2,000 bail 
yesterday and was released. This aft- 
ernoon he spoke at a mass meeting on 
the “Liberty lot” in Mulberry street 
owned by the textile mills committee, 
where he promised a. renewal of or- 
ganized picketing. He also said that 
relief kitchens would be opened in 
Fall River in a few days, and that 
registration would begin at the time 
for those requiring aid. 

Officials of the Stafford Mill No. 
which reopened today after a_ shut- 
down since Jast November, said that 
more workers had reported for work 
than the plant required. The mill will 
run only Jong enough to dispose of 
stock in process.

In addi- 
tion to wages, Fagan proposed that 
conditions of employment also be dis- 
cussed. 

The invitations were addressed to 
practically every big coal producing 
company in the region, including the 
Pittsburgh Coal company, which an- 
nounced recently that it would have 
no dealings with the union. Many 
of the mines in question have been 
working on an open shop basis for 
months. Union miners said by Fagan 
to number 45,000, suspended work 
April 1, 1927, when the Jacksonville 
wage agréement expired.

FEAR ‘DRY’ RAIDS; 


Windsor, Ont., August 13.—(/)— 
Border liquor exporters, alarmed be- 
cause of the recent raids and seiz- 


ures have resulted in a big decline 
of business with Detroit customers, 
are considering suggesting to the On- 
tario and dominion governments the 
establishment.of bonded warehouses 
from which liquor might be shipped 
under government supervision. 

The suggestion was made at a meet- 
ing with their counsel of exporters 
who are awaiting trail on charges 
growing out of last Friday's raids. 
The suggestion may be presented in- 
formally to government authorities 
this week, before the trial if possi- 
ble, one exporter said. 

Within the last week the docks, 
especially those inside the city limits, 
have been doing 25 to 35.per cent 
less business than a year ago, and the 
dock operators feel this is due to in- 
creased police surveillance. 

Even though the seizures may not 
result in convictions, counsel for the 
exporters said, frequent raids and in- 
vasion of the docks and warehouses 
by provincial police as threatened by 
Sir Henry Drayton, chairman of the 
Ontario liquor control board, will cer- 
tainly continue to frighten away cus- 
tomers.

ARRESTS ARE SEEN 


Charlotte, N. C., August 13.—(4)— 
Six persons charged with murder or 
conspiracy to murder in connection 
with an alleged poison plot were pre- 
paring their defense tontght while of- 


ficers pieced together threads of evi- 
dence they predicted would lead to 
other arrests. 

S. W. Daniels, a fortune teller, who 
is charged with being the central fig- 
ure in a plot to murder several peo- 
ple with poison, and five others im- 
plicated with him were granted a two- 
day continuance when they were called 
for preliminary hearing today. 

Daniels is charged specifically with 
murder in connection with the death 
of L. M. Lockamy last June. Mrs. E. 
F. Pressley, then Mrs. Lockamy, and 
her present husband, also are charged 
with the murder. Mrs. L. M. Pridgen, 
Mrs. R. B. Townley and J. H. Moore, 
a negro preacher, are charged with 
conspiracy in connection with the al- 
leged poisoning of their spouses. All 
were said to have procured the poison 
from’ Daniels. 

Detectives said today that their in- 
vestigation was taking them into what 
they termed “‘the better sections of the 
city” and was pointing to the possible 
implication of “people you would never 
believe would be mixed up in such 
a mess.” 

The investigation was begun last 
week when officers found a notebook 
in Daniels’ room containing the names 
of his “clients.” Investigation revealed 
that in many instances there was sick- 


ness in the family. The discovery in 
his room of a can, of white powder 
which they said was poison led to the 
arrests and subsequent confessions and 
signed statements. Daniels confessed 
that he sold the poison to the Press- 
leys for the purpose of doing. away 
with Lockamy. 

The little black book of names was 
guiding the officers in their further 
investigations today. 


CHICAGO OFFICIALS 
HUNT POISON FOOD 
CAUSING 3 DEATHS 


Chicago, August 13—(®—A third 
death attributed to poison among resi- 
dents of a north side apartment hotel 
was under investigation today while a 
fourth victim remained in a critical 
condition. 

The third to die was Mrs. Catherine 
Magliano, 25. Her husband, Joseph, 
died. Thursday and Miss Alma Lee, 
a nurse, Saturday. Miss Jennie 
Mathiesen, another nurse, is in a 
serious condition. 

All four were stricken ill last Wed- . 
nesday. Mr. and Mrs. Magliano were 
not acquainted with the nurses. They 
had not eaten of the same food. 

An analytical investigation being 
made will require at least a week, 
the coroner’s chemist said. 

No other residents of the building 
were stricken. Shops in the neigh- 
borhood were investigated but no trace 
of poisoned food was found.

The Reverend John Roach Strat-

France is alone among the great 
powers of western Europe-in having 
a population of which more than half 
is engaged upon agriculture; but this 
proportion reached three-quarters as 
recently as 1846, and M. Herriot has 
just recalled the fact in a circular to 
school teachers. The object of the 
circular is to point out that it is the 
duty of the teaching profession to 
encourage the next generation to live 
in the country and to discourage it 
from flocking to the towns, and M. 
Herriot truly says that it is, as he 
expresses it, “to the solidity of her 
agricultural foundations” that France 
owed her economic independence, her 
stability and her “incessant faculty of 
renewing her youth.’’ The real prob- 
lem is, of course, neither educational, 
nor political, but social. There 
nothing more striking, to anyone whe 
knows France, than the contrast be 
tween the highly-civilized standard of 
social intercourse in the towns and 
the mutually defensive and bitter in- 
dividualism of the country. To create 
some kind of pleasant intercourse tn 
village life must be the object of the 
reformer.

The book that has caused a sensa- 
tion in England, because it reveals 
some unexpected sidelights on the be- 
hind-stage manoeuvres of the time is 
Sir George Arthur's “Lord Haig.”

I would call your attention to one 
source of great unsightliness on our 
streets and that is the distribution of 
our newspapers. It seems to be the 
custom to throw out great bundles 
of paper tied up with a heavy rope, 
on every street corner and then the 
newsboy leaves all this refuse paper 
and heavy rope on the sidewalk or 
street, creating a very unsightly ap- 
pearance. This is very noticeable 
especially on Sunday mornings, and 
I have seen not only the main arteries 
of travel but side streets literally cov- 
ered with loose flying paper. 

Where our sanitary department has 
cleaned up the streets and sidewalks 
daily it is a shame to have them 
made absolutely unsightly by what 
I would consider this carelessness. 

Every citizen, every property own- 
er, every shop keeper, every store keep- 
er and everybody else needs to have 
this on his mind and if we would all 
lend our support we certainly would 
relieve the sanitary department of a 
great deal of work and would create 
out of Atlanta a spotless town. 

Cannot we accomplish this?

We would say what he said in 
1891 when he bolted the democratic 
party for the very reasons thousands 
are going to bo!t it this year.

“If the alliance demands are not 
aceeded to by the democratic party 
will you leave the democratic party?’ 

“*The Alliance of Georgia is the 
democratic party. They have carried 
the banner to victory every year since 
the war, when so many of our cities 
were captured by republicanism. The 
alliance will adhere to its demahds, 
If the party bosses kick the alliance 
out, as Oates says they will do, the 
responsibility will be with the party 
bosses, I will remain on the Ocala 
platform with the people who en- 
dorse it.’ 

“*Will the republicans leave their 
party and join hands with the alliance 
men in the south?’ 

“*T believe so.’ 

“Tf you leave the democratie party 
will it be breaking faith with the con- 
stituency by which you were elected?

Health Talks

DIET AND DECAY OF THE 
TEETH. 

It is a rather rare thing to find a 
school child without any decayed 
teeth. Caries, as the dentists call it, 
is unquestionably the most nearly uni- 
versal disease of civilized mankind. 
It has always seemed to me, just 
from general observation, that it 
doesn't make any difference whether 
the child brushes his teeth or not. 
When exceptionally well preserved 
teeth are found in a child it is as 
likely as not to be a child who gives 
his teeth little or no care in the mat- 
ter of brushing. The average school 
child, irrespective of the toilet of the 
mouth, has seven cavMies, dentists 
with considerable experience in in- 
spection report. 

Julian D. Boyd, M. D., and C. L. 
Drain, D. D. 8S., observed numerous 
instances of spontaneous arrest of 
dental caries in children under treat- 
ment for diabetes. Teeth containing 
large cavities, which ordinarily would 
have an area of softened dentin 
around the cavity, were found to be 
very dense, and subsequent examina- 
tion showed that the decay process 
had been checked in these teeth. Some 
teeth showing unquestionable arrest 
of caries were found in the most poor- 
ly kept mouths. The investigators 
examined the medical histories of 
these children and found that with- 
out exception the children with spon- 
taneously arrested caries were dia- 
betes patients who had been under 
careful medical management for six 
months or more. All the children re- 
ceived insulin fo enable them to 
utilize more carbohydrate and so gain 
strength and weight; and a diet de- 
signed to meet the child’s normal re- 
quirements for growth, activity and 
health, and differed from the ordinary 
diet of a healthy child in that fat is 
used rather than carbohydfate as the 
chief source of energy, The foods 
that made up the diet consisted of 
milk, cream, butter, eggs, cod liver 
oil, meat, bulky vegetables and fruits. 
The daily menu gave each child a 
quart of milk and cream. Cream, 
butter and egg yolk furnished most of 
the high fat ration. 


This abundance of dairy products, 
fresh fruits and fresh vegetables, sup- 
plemented with cod liver oil, insured 
not only ample calories but a diet 
which is complete in reference to the 
normal child’s requirements of protein, 
carbohydrate and fat, and particularly 
an adequate ration of mineral salts 
and vitamins. The ash of such a diet

Yet no one 
would ever accuse Miss Wills of any 
great foot speed. She is no sprinter. 
But in a tennis matth she gets there. 


In baseball there are sprinters who 
can rarely steal a base.

Just what .is the reason for George 

Sisler’s remarkable comeback as a 
member of the Boston Braves? 

The veteran first baseman, who 
stood a fair chance eof rivaling Ty 
Cobb's career until sinus trouble 
shortened and for a time threatened 
to end his baseball days, is going great 
guns for the National league club. 
This after being permitted to step 
out of the American league as a has- 
been. 

He is hitting .350 or better, field- 
ing in brilliant style and his whole at- 
titude toward the game and life in 
general is changed. 

Most baseball men will agree it 

was a mistake to saddle Sisler with 
the responsibilities of a manager. He 
is too conscientious—too thin-skinned, 
if you will. His own sensitiveness 
and his appreciation of the presence of 
human frailties made him entirely un- 
fitted for the whip-wielding duties of 
a pilot. 
His belief that the average ball 
player would give the best without 
prodding and his quiet earnestness 
in carrying out his duties as pilot 
were misunderstood by players and 
fans as well. 

His failure to deliver, with the 
material at hand and acquired for 
him, hurt Sisler worse than anyone 
else. It affected his playing. He 
became moody. But for the cheer- 
ing presence of Jimmy Austin, veter- 
an third baseman and “sidekick,” Sis- 
ler might have quit the game when 
he failed to recover rapidly from the 
effects of the sinus trouble, 

Apparently the scrain of managing 
his club hindered Sisler in regaining 
his old form after the near tragedy. 
W orry possibly retarded the recovery 
of his eyesight. This year, relieved 
of all outside duties and removed 
from the scene of his worries and 
managerial efforts, he has pursued the 
even tenor of his ways. That is prob- 
ably the answer to why he has play- 
ed such great ball. 

And it is in keeping with the mis- 
fortunes that have befallen Sisler that 
these efforts should be tossed on the 
desert air as the Braves, despite the 
presence of Hornsby as pilot, have 
failed to get any place. .

Missing important train connec-

“When we left Norfolk I was told 
that the train would leave Raleigh at 
5:18 o'clock and as we arrived in that 
city quite a bit ahead of that hour I 
decided to take a little stroll around 
the town and as a result I lost my 
train,” he said.

Plane in Spin Gives 
Thrill to Novice Flier

Newark-Elizabeth Airport, August 
13.—Having stalled the plane twice 
and managed to come out of it suc- 
cessfully without help. I went into my 
first spin today. It happened just 
as as the instructor promised. But I 
didn’t do it on purpose. 

Flying along at between 2,000 and 
3,000 feet, I had a sudden burst of 
confidence and decided to throw the 
plane into some sort of stunt, just to 
see if I could find my way out of 
it and get straightened out without 
the instructor in the front cockpit 
having to come to my assistance with 
his set of the dual controls. I pull- 
ed the control stick back sharply 
to climb the plane at such a steep 
angle that it would lose flying speed 
and stall. The instructor grabbed 
the stick and shoved it forward. 

“What's the matter?’ he _ called 
back. JI motioned up into the air in 
the general direction of a stall and 
he nodded. 

“All right,”’ he signaled. : 
I pulled the control stick back 
steeply. Our tail dropped, the hori- 
zen ahead of me sank smoothly below 
the nose of the plane and disappeared. 
The wind, which had been pounding 
my face, died down te an ominous 
calm. That meant we had lost flying 
speed and the wings could not long- 
er support us. For a second I had 
a hard time holding the stick back 
so steeply. I wasn’t quite so anx- 
ious to try a stunt as I had been at 
first. Then I niade up my mind to 
go the limit on it and drew it back the 
two or three inches I had to spare 
so that it rested in my stomach. 


{I held it back ‘there in such deter- 
‘ {mined fashion 


that I overdid it. 
To end the stall I shodld have mov- 
ed it forward steeply in a diving po- 
sition so that the plane would fall 
nose-first and get up enongh speed 
to fly properly when I eased it out 
of the dive. 
Earth Whirled About. 
Instead of that, a most extraordi- 


nary thing happened. ‘The earth be- 


low whirled about in such a dizzy way 
that a dozen horizons began to inter- 
sect each other like an animated ge- 
ometry problem complicated by patch- 


es of blue cloud shadows, rivers, rail- 
road tracks, factories and houses. I 
wasn’t especially afraid. I had too 
much confidence in the instructor for 
that. But I thought, “I don’t know 
what to do to come out of this. I 
guess I'll get a good bawling ont.” 
I tried a few random movements of 
the controls hoping I might hit upon 
a solution of the problem, but they 
didn’t work. 

Then there came the quiet voice 
of the instructor over the telephone. 
He sounded like a professor talking 
ge of his students in Philosophy

Without even taking the controls 
away from me, he said, “You've gone 
into a spin because you held the stick 
back too long instead of diving after 
you stalled. Put the stick forward 
and centralize the rudder.” I did this 
and in a second or so the plane was 
diving straight toward the earth and ' 
the disconcerting spin had stopped. {| 

“Now pull the stick back and pull, 
her out SY, eary, easy, not teo ; 
fast.” We straightened out with a 
long swoop. 

“Next time,’ I swore to myself, 
“T'll do better.’’ 


I think I learned more from this 
instructor than I would from the hard- 
boiled and excitable type who would 
have grabbed the controls away and 
bawled me out before I could see the 
results of my mistake. A single re- 
mark of criticism from him, such as 
“That was terrible” is as effective as 
a whole string of profanity from the 
hard-boiled type. 

On the other hand, there are hard- | 
boiled, overconfident students who, 
after the proper amount of rough verb- 
al treatment on the part of the in- 
structor, get te be better fliers.

New York, August 13.—(?)—Aun 
early decline of 45 to 52 points in 
the cotton market today was followed 
by partial recoveries, but pbu8iness 
seeméd to taper off on the rallies, 
which were not fully maintained.

Prices broke sharply under this 
pressure, October easing off to 18.15 
and January to 18.05 making net de- 
clines of about 1-2 cent and a decline 
of a little ofer 4 1-2 cents a pound 
compared with the high levels on the 
buying ‘movement late last June, when 
December sold at 22.70. 

Deniand increased at these figures 
with some trade buying covering or 
rebuying by recent sellers, and the 
midday market steadied up.

Hoover Comment Favorable. 

Commission house comment on Sec- 
retary Hoover's acceptance speech was 
generally favorable. Most of the day's 
trade news also had a bullish tinge, 
but it apparently was offset by the 
growing uneasiness over the credit 
situation. General Motors July sales 
of dealers to consumers were 177,728 
cars, as compared with 154,749 in the 
same month of last year, an increase 
of 31.9 per cent. The National Dairy 


Products reported earnings of $3.50 a 
share in the first half of 1928 as 
against $3.13 a share on a emaliler 
capitalization in the first half of 1927.

Reserve Board Meets. 

Early in the day Washington dis- 
patches announced a meeting of the 
federal reserve board there, the first 
since early this month owing to ab- 
sence of some members. Speculative 
Wall street assumed that the money 
situation in this country together with 
the further decline in sterling was dis- 
cussed at the federal reserve meeting. 
This caused some uneasiness on the 
part of the stock market. Nothing is 
plainer, however, than that the stock 
market is doing its best to ignore the 
tense money situation and resume the 
upward price movement. 

Wall street is always interesed in 
cables received here at the beginning 
of each week gving the foreign view- 
point on our situation and outlook. 
Today's cables from London, Paris, 
Berlin, Amsterdam, agreed that if our 
money rates’ continued to advance 
funds would be attracted here from 
abroad resulting in further depression 
of foreign exchange, which in turn 
would make gold imports by us 
possible, 

So far no official confirmation has 
been obtained regarding last Friday's 
London cables that the New York Fed- 
eral Reserve bank had purchased $3,- 
000,000 gold there, having the gold ear 
marked to be held at London and not 
counted as reserve here. This was 
done in the spring of 1927 with some 
$50,000.00 gold involved. The Bank 
of England is now holding $30,000,- 

gold recently imported without 
counting the gold in reserve, the ob- 
ject being toe prevent stock market 
inflation in England, such as has been 
witnessed in this country this year.

New York, August 13.—Cotton declined 45 
to 50 points further this morning in response 
to weak cables and continued liquidation, 
southern selling and professional pressure 
with little support except that which came 
from shorts willing to take profit. The sell- 
ing was general. The weather was gen- 
erally favorable with less rain in the east- 
ern belt over the week-end than had been 
expected. Numerous weevil complaints were 
forthcoming, especially from eastern Okla- 
homa. and nortbeast Texas while reports of 
shedding and deterioration came from Louisi- 
ana and west Texas. General conditions in 
Texas and Oklahoma, however, are reputed 
to be favorable and doubtless account for 
the bearish feeling now prevalent. Although 
prices have declined about 44 cents from the 
top, sentiment continues bearish and it will 
donbtless require evidence of weevil damage 
and general deterioration to alter the pres- 
ent pessimistic feeling. 


FENNER & BEANE. 
New York, August 13.—Cotton sold off 
further today under the combined weight 


of liquidation, short selling and hedging. 
Pressure from short selling was most in 
evidence and was probably responsible for 
the liquidation. 

At one time the near positions sold down 
to within about 100 points of the low 
prices recorded early in February when 
conditions were the most unfavorable of 
last season and supplies much larger than 
are now promised, The distant positions 
made new low records for the season. 

Weather conditions fn the Atlantic states 
over Saturday were unfavorable owing to 
further rains. In addition the cotton states 
are menaced by three tropical disturbances. 
One is located off west coast of Florida 
and moving north northwest. <A second is 
near Isle of Pines and moving* towards 
Yucatan channel, while the third ia just 
forming in the eastern Caribbean sea. 


Some covering developed in the afternoon 
on unfavorable reports coming out of Texas 
and gave the market a fair sized rally. 

Reports of boll worm and weevil dam- 
age are increasing in Texas and weevil 
damage is increasing in otber states. ‘The 
government recently stated that indications 
were for as much weevil damage this year 
as last. Its official report of last year's

Market is beginning to act oversold. A 
good sized raliy may therefore not be 
far off.
